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“Super Tuesday” Election Races

Maryland Democrats and Re- 
publicans will be voting next 
Tuesday, March 7, for their presi- 
dential preference and delegates 
to their party’s convention and for 
U. S. Senator and Representatives 
to Congress. For the first time in 
the state’s history, registered vot- 
ers who are “declines,” not affili- 
ated with a political party, will 
have the option of voting, but in 
the Republican primary only. 
This action came about last April 
when the Maryland Republican 

party changed its bylaws. 


Democrats Outnumber 


Republicans 4 to 1

Almost 10,000 Greenbelters 
are eligible to vote in the upcom- 
ing primary election on Tuesday, 
March 7, up about 4 percent 
since the last presidential election 
in 1996. The four Greenbelt 
polling locations will be open 
from 7 a.m. to 8 p.m. 
Greenbelters from the center of 
the city, precinct 3, will vote at 
the Greenbelt Community Center, 
15 Crescent Road. Residents in 
precinct 6, the North End, will 
vote at Greenbelt Elementary 
School, 66 Ridge ~ Road; 
Springhill Lake voters, precinct 8, 
will vote at Springhill Lake EI- 
ementary School, 6060 Springhill 
Drive; and voters in precinct 13, 
Greenbelt East, will vote at 
- Eleanor Roosevelt High School, 
7601 Hanover Parkway. 

This year, for the first time, 
registered voters who have de- 
clined. to register with a specific 
party can vote in the Republican 
primary only. In Greenbelt, there 
are more “declines” than there 
are registered Republicans, so 
these extra voters can be very 
important, as was shown in the 
Michigan Republican primary. 

In Greenbelt, Democrats out- 
number Republicans by 4 to 1. 
Of Greenbelt’s total registered 


voters, 65 percent are Democrats, yx kkkkkkkkke 


16 percent Republicans, and 18 
percent “declines” (see chart). 

Democrats outnumber Republi- 
cans by almost 2 to 1 at the State 
level and over 4 to | in Prince 
George’s County. In the Fifth 
Congressional District, Demo- 
crats outnumber Republicans by 
more than 2 to 1. | 

Registration figures shown in 
the chart include registered per- 
sons who have voted in a recent 
election as well as a number who 
have not voted recently nor 
moved, but who would still be 
eligible to vote if they produce 
identification and residence infor- 
mation. The latter group are con- 
sidered inactive voters. For most 
of Greenbelt, inactive registered 
voters represent between 13-18 
percent of total registered voters. 
In precinct 8, however, they rep- 
resent more than 40 percent, due 
to the more transient population 
in Springhill Lake Apartments. 


Although there has been little 
campaigning in Maryland so far, 
the race between Republican 
presidential hopefuls George W. 
Bush and John McCain has 
drawn the most interest nation- 
ally. Their heated contests and 
see-saw finishes in states where 
primaries have been held and the 
messages coming out of them 
could stir voters to trek to the 
polls in larger numbers than ear- 
lier predicted. 

With the outcome of the Vir- 
ginia and Washington State pri- 
maries unknown as this story is 
being prepared, nor of the 15 Su- 
per Tuesday primaries and cau- 
cuses to be held next week, the 
crystal ball is much too cloudy to 
see who will be the Republican 
electorate’s presidential prefer- 
ence. 

Governor of Texas, Bush, age 
53, was a businessman in various 
industries, primarily oil, and 
served in the Texas Air National 
Guard. . McCain, age 63, repre- 
sented Arizona in the House of 
Representatives from 1983 to 
1986 and in the Senate from 
1987 to the present. He served 
in the U.S. Navy and was a pris- 
oner of war in Vietnam for six 
years. Alan Keyes of 
Darnestown, Maryland is also a 
Republican presidential candidate. 
He served as Assistant Secretary 
of State for International Organi- 
zational Affairs, and as U.S. Am- 
bassador to the U.N. Economic 
and Social Council. Although 
listed on the ballot, former presi- 
dential hopefuls Orrin Hatch, 
Gary Bauer and Steve Forbes 
have withdrawn from the contest. 

Besides expressing presidential 
preference by popular vote, vot- 
ers will be electing delegates to 
the political parties’ conventions, 
where they will nominate their 
party's standard bearer in the 
November presidential general 
election. Republican voters in 
Greenbelt, which is part of the 
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Feature Presidential Primaries 


Fifth Congressional District, will 
choose three delegates from a 
field of 15 to attend their party’s 
convention this summer in Phila- 
delphia. Of those, county coun- 
cilwoman Audrey E. Scott, who 
represents Greenbelt and Bowie 
on the Prince George’s County 
Council, and two others are com- 
mitted to Bush, three to McCain, 
three to Forbes, who has with- 
drawn, two for Keyes and four 
are listed without any designa- 
tion. 
Democratic Primary 

While the Democratic contest 
for the presidential preference 
between Bill Bradley and Al 
Gore has been overshadowed by 
the Republican front-runners’ 
bruising battles, it is expected 
that their upcoming debates could 
be vigorous and heated enough to 
energize the Democratic elector- 
ate. A Rhodes Scholar and 
former U. S. Senator from New 
Jersey, Bradley served three 
terms (18 years) in the Senate. 
He served in the Air Force Re- 
serve as a first lieutenant. Gore, 
age 51, is in his second term as 
Vice-President of the United 
States. He formerly served eight 
years as a Congressman and 
eight years as a senator from 
Tennessee. During the Vietnam 
War he served in the U. S. Army. 
Lyndon H. LaRouche, Jr. of 
Round Hill, Virginia is also a 
Democratic presidential candi- 
date. An economist and founder 
of the Executive Intelligence Re- 
view weekly, he has been a can- 
didate for the presidential nomi- 
nation since 1976. 

On the Democratic side, vot- 
ers are to select three female and 
three male delegates to attend the 
Democratic convention this sum- 
mer in Los Angeles. Gore and 
Bradley have full slates of three 
for each sex. LaRouche has one 
female and three male delegates 
pledged to him. Two are 
Greenbelters, Kerri Kane and 
Hans Hopp. One male delegate 
is uncommitted. Maryland Del- 
egate Joan Breslin Pitkin, who

“Parking is not very good in 
the center,” Mike Mondonedb, 
manager of Greenway Liquors, 
said. “We always get people that 
Say it is hard to park here. 
Lunchtime through 6 p.m. is al- 
ways very crowded and it boils 
down to less customer count in 
the store,” Mondonedo said.

Some city leaders share the 
concern that the traffic patterns 
and access to parking have to be 
changed for the benefit of store 
owners and the community. 

“The issue of the parking lot 
has to be corrected ... the way 
the parking lot is facing 
doesn’t allow for a good flow 
of traffic,” Greenbelt City 
councilmember Edward Putens, 
said.

also voiced:concerns about 
parking at the center. 

“The parking by the Safeway 
supermarket is really a problem 
because there are always a mil- 
lion cars over there,’ Goldberg 
said. 

“Also, there is a problem 
with a strip of land that is pri- 
vately owned at the Hanover 
Parkway entrance to the center. 
It hasn’t been fixed because no 
one really owns it,” he said. 

Customers of the center also 
felt that parking is a big prob- 
lem. 

“I just find the shopping 
center can be crowded on 
weekends and for that reason I 
don’t come here on weekends 
very often,” Louise Boon, a lo- 
cal resident, said. “I think that 
Greenway Center is nice be- 
cause there are a lot of eco- 
homical stores here, but parking 
still remains a big problem,” 
she said. 

A spokesperson from Com- 
bined Properties, Linda Grier, 
stated that her company is very 
pleased with the “performance 
and viability” of the center but 
was receptive tu the concerns 
about parking and traffic prob- 
lems there. 

“We would appreciate some 
maintenance of the entrance 
road to the center. With regard 
to the parking lot, we are ex- 
amining schemes to re-orient 
certain portions, but at this 
stage it is preliminary and we 
are still investigating different 
avenues to take,” Grier said.

opened in 1938, and there’s more 
clapping for the five who appear. 
I’m one of the group who steps 
forward. The others are Lucille 
Howell, June Zollner Rousseau, 
Joanne Slaughter Kelleher and 
Shirley Morrison Clute. 

It’s time to light the marquee. 
She tells the audience to yell 
“OLD GREENBELT!” at the mo- 
ment of lighting, and we do, vig- 
orously. There is sustained ap- 
plause now for the beautiful 
green on white GREENBELT 
sign with its art deco neon tub- 
ing, and more than a few teary 
eyes. 

Then it’s time for the Shirley 
Temple look-alike contest. The 
judges gather around the aspiring 
children, but soon the mayor an- 
nounces that “the judges simply 
couldn’t decide from among so 
many beautiful contestants.” She 
declares all of them winners. We 
clap gratefully, and the crowd 
moves slowly toward the open 
doors behind the box office for 
the free showing of “Little Miss 
Broadway” with the original 
Shirley Temple. 

Amazing: a lot of people are 
moving to enter this theater at 
once, but there’s no pushing, no 
rudeness of any kind from this 
jovial crowd. 

I go inside, intending to stand 
in the back for ten minutes or 
so. The theater holds 450, and 
every seat is taken. All eyes are 
on the screen. A rapt, mannerly 
audience claps at the end of a 
“Coming Attraction” for a 1938- 
era cowboy movie starring Gene 
Autry, and claps again at the end 
of an ancient Terry Toon car- 
toon. All is in black and white 
on a screen which has been 
squared off with black curtains 
from its normal Cinemascope 
SIZe. 3 

And then, ah! The Shirley 
Temple movie! Talented Shirley, 
looking to be about eight dimpled 
years old, is taken out of an or- 
phanage. She links up with some 
show-biz types, and before you 
know it, there she is, twinkling 
and doing a beautiful tap dance 
on a marble floor with an amaz- 
ingly young and slim George 
Murphy (later Senator from Cali- 
fornia). The film print is excel- 
lent — no blurriness or bad 
sound. It’s 35 mm. film, Sanchez 
says. 

I could stand there forever, 
admiring the amazing Shirley 
and her exquisitely-made little 
dresses, except that after 45 min- 
utes or so, my feet start to hurt. 
I go home happy — cheered by 
the Shirley Temple that once 
was, and pleased to live in a 
little city that knows how to do 
some things absolutely perfectly.

An attorney, Hoyer has been 
representing the Fifth Congres- 
sional District since 1981. A 
member of the Appropriations 
Committee in Congress, he ear- 
lier served in the Maryland 
State Senate where he was 
elected president in 1975. Re- 
siding in St. Mary’s County, 
Hoyer is being challenged in

District. There are five incum- 
bents and one challenger run- 
ning for the five judicial of- 
fices. All six candidates have 
cross-filed in both party prima- 
ries and are running as nonpar- 
tisan. If both parties nominate 
the same five, those candidates 
will not be subjected to a con- 
tested election in November. In 
effect, they will have been 
elected to office. But if one

Developer Proposes State Buy Sensitive Lands 


by Virginia Beauchamp 

In two meetings on Wednes- 
day, February 23, Richard 
“Chip” Reed took different 
groups of local officials through 
a virtual walk-through of envi- 
ronmentally sensitive portions 
of the site of the projected 
Greenbelt Station. He did it by 
means of a slide show that in- 
cluded maps of the property 
with specific places marked 
with numbers, and with photo- 
graphs of the actual land keyed 
to each of these numbered 
spots. 

Reed is a member of the law 
firm of Wilkes, Artis, Hedrick 
& Lane, which ‘represents 
Metroland Developers LLC, in- 
cluding the A. H. Smith prop- 
erty. They have been working 
with the Washington Metropoli- 
tan Area Transit Authority 
(WMATA) in hopes of convert- 
ing the present Greenbelt Metro 
Station property and the Smith 
tract into what has been de- 
scribed as an upscale retail mall 
and mixed-use development. 

The first of the two meetings 
took place at | p.m. in Upper 
Marlboro and was hosted by 
Prince George’s County 
Councilmembers Tom 
Hendershot and Audrey Scott. 
Representatives of each of the 


Four Cities consortium 
(Greenbelt, Berwyn Heights, 
College Park and New 


Carrollton) had been invited to 
attend, as well as representa- 
tives of the Committee to Con- 
serve and Restore Indian Creek 
(CCRIC). Mayor Judith Davis 
and City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin attended on behalf 
of the City of Greenbelt. 

The second meeting, which 
occurred at 7:30 p.m., was 
hosted by New Carrollton. 
Since it was a regularly sched- 
uled Four Cities meeting, many 
more people, including munici- 
pal council members, attended. 
CCRIC representative Kate 
Spencer, the group’s president, 
attended both meetings. 

The Slide Show 

What Reed was showing in 
his series of pictures were those 
portions of both the WMATA 
and Smith tracts along Indian 
Creek, including the braided 
streams, that have been desig- 
nated as flood plain and wet- 
lands. Other pictures showed 
storm sewer run-off sites and 
environmentally damaged land, 
including what is generally re- 
ferred to as “the cement moun- 
tain.” This is an area on the 
Smith property where cement 
trucks over the years have 
dumped the residue of their 
cargo to was/f out the interiors 
of their drums. 

Overall, Reed’s pictures il-

lustrated the portion of the 
combined tracts — some I11 
acres — that have been pro- 
posed to be set aside for envi- 
ronmental preservation. Reed 
said he had believed two weeks 
earlier that Metroland and 


-CCRIC were close to agreeing 


on a compromise position con- 
cerning the land involved, with 
which they could approach the 
state. Since then, however, 
CCRIC has pulled back to a 
position that they “would not 
oppose” Metroland’s request for 
state purchase of 77 acres of 
the environmentally sensitive 
land. 

Augmented by another 30 
acres to be donated by 
Metroland, this purchase by the 
state would create most of the 
undisturbed or reclaimed land 
that Reed’s principal map of the 
property, in its projected devel- 
opment, showed in green. 

Not included in this environ- 
mental set-aside, however, were 
two pieces of land in conten- 
tion with CCRIC — the Metro 
stormwater management pond 
and the failed mitigation area at 
the south end of the Metro 
tract. That area, which was 
supposed to make up for the 
loss of wetlands north of the 
Beltway when the Metro ser- 
vice yard was created, was too 
elevated, Reed’s_ picture 
showed, for water to flow into 
it. 

Additional Donation 

To the 30 acres already 
promised, Metroland also was 
willing to donate for rehabilita- 
tion the seven acres of the ce- 
ment mountain, which lies near 
the southeastern end of the 
Smith tract behind a separate 
parcel belonging to another 
company altogether, the Cement 
Institute. The state of the ce- 
ment mountain parcel, with its 
accumulated deposits, raised the 
question, which Greenbelt 
Councilmember Edward Putens 
immediately asked: . “Who 
would be responsible for get- 
ting rid of it?” Reed replied, 
“The developer would be will- 
ing to participate.” 

Not to be included in the en- 
vironmental set-aside, Reed 
urged, was a 2.6-acre parcel 
near the railroad track that has 
been designated wetland by the 
U.S. Army Corps of Engineers. 
Reed, in showing a photograph 
of this site, described it as 
scrub shrub wetlands. On the 
day the picture was taken, it in- 
deed seemed an unprepossess- 
ing tract covered with long 
brownish grass. ‘Reed stressed 
that this parcel would be of 
crucial importance in bridging 
between the two segments of 
the developable land, that on

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the WMATA tract and that on 
the Smith property. 
New Concept 

At the end of the series of 
slides he showed a possible de- 
sign for a revised development 
on the two properties—some- 
thing more akin to a “main 
street” look, with an east-west 
and a north-south street inter- 
secting on the WMATA tract. 
Possible department stores or 
possible commercial or residen- 
tial highrise buildings, inter- 
spersed among lower buildings, 
were still part of the vision, 
though the idea of a covered 
mall has been abandoned. 

Some kind of a residential 
village for senior citizens is 
still envisioned for the southern 
end of the tract. Connecting 
these two areas would be a 
road across the disputed 2.6- 
acre wetland tract near the rail- 
road. | 

If a piece of wetlands is re- 
leased for development by fed- 
eral law it must be mitigated 
for at twice its size. Darryl 
Lofgren, a council representa- 
tive for Berwyn Heights, in- 
sisted that such mitigation must 
take place on-site, to which 
Reed acceded. (This has be- 
come an issue since mitigation 
for wetlands to be taken for the 
widening of Kenilworth Avenue 
north of its intersection with 
Cherrywood Lane has been 
designated for the Paint Branch 
golf course property, in a 
wholly different watershed.) 

Four Cities Response 

At the end of Reed’s presen- 
tation, Davis asked: “What do 
you want the four cities to 
think about?” Reed answered 
that according to his under- 
standing, the state was ready to 
move forward with the request 
for funds to purchase 77 acres 
of the property for environmen- 
tal preservation. This was con- 
tingent, however, on a compro- 
mise being worked out among 
the various interested parties. 
The state needed “feedback” 
from the three towns adjacent 
to the property, Reed said. He 
hoped that by March 8 they 
would be able to send a com- 
munication in the form of a let- 
ter to the governor’s assistant. 

Since College Park’s city 
council was not even scheduled 
to meet until March 8, several 
people present insisted that 
such a deadline could not be 
met. All three cities would 
have to meet singly, and some 
sort of joint expression then 
worked out. 

“If we supplied such a let- 
ter,” Davis asked, “what kind 
of bargaining chip would we 
have left? How would we 
know that you'll still continue

Reed promised that if the 
suggested letter went forward 
from the three cities, the 
Metroland developers would 
continue talking with CCRIC to 
work out details on the envi- 
ronmental issues. Kate Spen- 
cer, president of CCRIC, con- 
ceded that according to a state 
official she had spoken with, 
the possibility of the state pur- 
chase of the 77 acres was de- 
pendent on the continued pres- 
ence of major development 
elsewhere on the property. 

At this point an official from 
one of the other municipalities 
spoke up: “I think we should 
take advantage of this opportu- 
nity for state money (for envi- 
ronmental preservation). Other- 
wise the property reverts to its 
industrial zoning designation.”
